Lierre, according to a m essage to 
tile Handelsblad, lias been under shell 
tire. 
T he people at first hid in the 
cellars, but subsequently tied to Ant 
werp, being joined by fugitives from 
the surrounding villages.

m any houses 
have been destroyed and some of tile 
inh ab itan ts killed and wounded.

shell fell on a hospital, killing nine 
persons.
